(6,355,153) and Angello (5,897,349) disclose the process of cleaning a precision surface as disclose in claim 1, including contacting a 
reactive ion etched surface (Angello: col. 4, lines 58-65) with a composition which contains liquid or supercritical carbon dioxide and a 
fluoride-generating species (Koch: col. 4, lines 5-21 ) until the reactive ion residue is removed (Angello: col. 5, lines 27-32). Angello 
discloses applying a reactive ion etch to pattern a layer (Angello: col. 4,lines 58-65) and then cleaning the cleaning the reactive ion etch 
residue (Angello: col. 5, lines 27-32). Using a reactive ion etch etches the layer at a greater rate (Angello: col. 5, lines 55-66). 
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
